ROME, June 22,—A 
French 
armistice delegation already has 
left or is preparing to leave im ­ 
mediately to conduct peace ne­ 
gotiations with Fascist Italy on 
Italian soil, it was learned in 
Rome today.

This news indi­ 
cated th a t Fiance is ready to accept 
the arm istice term s presented by 
Nazi Germ any, presumably on be­ 
half of both axis powers, a t Com­ 
piegne.) 
The 
ftalo - French conversations 
will get under way the moment the 
Compiegne negotiations have been 
concluded. The French are expect­ 
ed to m eet Italy's delegates tom or­ 
row or Monday. 
Suggestions th at these meetings 
be held at St. Jean de M aurienne or 
other places in Fiance associated 
with 
"broken 
allied 
promises 
to 
Italy ” after the last war were re- 
pected. 
Italian soil was chosen be­ 
cause Italy, victorious in the World 
war, “has no need to wipe of mem­ 
ories of m ilitary hum iliations '. 
(A treaty promising Italy vast 
concessions 
for 
abandoning 
G er­ 
m any and fighting with the allies 
was signed at St. Jean de M aurienne 
in 1915.)

Inform ed sources said th at Pre­ 
m ier Mussolini, while vigorously up­ 
holding Italian national interests, 
will avoid elem ents "unnecessarily 
hurting the prestige of the French 
nation and the honor of the French 
people.” 
Italian occupation of French soil 
is expected to include the Alpine 
region, Savoy and the M editerra­ 
nean Littoral to Nice.

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INTERVENTIONISTS IN THE CABINET

Hfc people of this country are absolutely determined to keep 


out of Europe's war. 
Because ot this intense resolve the) 
want their federal government to be strongly anti-interven­ 


tionist in the present war crisis. 


Appointment of Henry L. Stimson and Frank Knox, Re­ 
publicans, to be Secretaries of W ar and Navy respectively, in 


place of Secretaries \ \ oodring and Edison, is definitely disturb­ 
ing because both are known as outstanding interventionists. 
Mr. Stimson, who was Secretary 
of 
State 
in 
President 
Hoover's Cabinet, recently has been away out front in advocat­ 
ing repeal of some provisions of what be has termed our ‘'ill- 
starred so-called Neutrality Act” and in urging the sending of 
our planes to the Allies “ it necessary in our own ships and under 


Convoy.” 
Col. Knox, who was signally honored by the Republican 
partv four \ears ago as its candidate for Vice President on the 
ticket headed by Alt Landon, has in recent weeks been a con­ 
sistent shouter of a more active war role by the United States 


in support of Britain and France. 
Although Knox has been one of the bitterest critics of this 
Administration’s domestic policies, he has been an ardent tol- 
lower of its foreign policy. 
His appointment to the Navy post, 
regardless of any question as to his fitness for the job, evidences 
his thorough sympathy with any interventionist influences which 


may he operating with the government. 
A President has the right, under our system of government, 
to choose whatever citizens he wishes to be members of his 
Cabinet. 
However, much of the strength of our system depends 


on its two-party nature. 
It is inevitable that the President’s appointment of one-time 
Republican Stimson and Knox will be taken widely as a move 
toward a coalition government, for the purpose of making bi­ 
partisan the responsibility tor m om entous Administration deci­ 


sions that may be ahead. 
Because the appointment of Stimson and Knox carries the 
suggestion of intervention overseas and dubious politics at home 
it is disquieting to a nation that is gravely apprehensive lest it 


should become involved in the European war. 


FRANCE’S CONTRACTS 
Since the war began British and French purchasing commissions 
have bought $1,6<*0.000.000 of war goods in the United States. 
Of this 
huge amount $600,000 000 was contracted for in the last month. 
How 
much of this remains undelivered is unknown, but ships have been de­ 
parting from Eastern ports in a steady stream laden with supplies. 
Now that F.ance has been overrun by the Nazis, one of two things 
will happen. 
Eiti er Britain will take over the contracts voided by the 
defeat of France hr they will not be filled at all for export. If the lat­ 
ter, that portion < f industry devoted to these contracts will begin work­ 
ing on American rearmament orders. 
Airplane orders were supposed to have been accepted on the basis 
of a substantial ddwn payment so that if delivery could not be consum­ 
mated the manufacturers would not be left holding the sack. Presum­ 
ably the materials which France will not now get are already partly paid 
lor and if Britain does not take them, the American government will. 
But the French defeat is certain to be a shock to this nation's for­ 
eign trade 
Texas storage tanks are filled with petroleum and gasoline 
for France 
Perok urn over-production thus becomes an immediate prob­ 
lem for this country. In the first World War some Western ranges were 
almost denuded of horses as Allied purchasing missions bodght them by 
the thousand.'. 
Planes have now displaced the war horse, and unfor­ 
tunately th*v do tot grow' on ranges. 


HELPING OTHERS TO ARM 
United Stalls exports to Russia have been sharply on the increase 
since the beginning; of the war, but this Is due neither to greater friend­ 
liness to this nation nor to a preference for this over other markets. The 
largest single increase has been in ferro alloys and copper, both import­ 
ant as war materials. 
The sole res on Russia has been looking to this country for these 
supplies Is that war, or preparations for war, in Europe and elsewhere 
have closed to Russia markets in which she normally would seek ma­ 
terial- of this sort 
In the first .seven months after Hitler iif aded Poland U. S. ex­ 
ports to Russia increased 81 per cent over those of the corresponding 
period of 1938-39 
Although in this period the Russians purchased al­ 
most $90.000 W0 worth of supplies, including moderate quantities of rub- 
"ber and tin, of wnich the United States Is itself an importer, there is no 
firm indication buying will continue at this rate. 
What has happened is that about a year’s normal trade has been 
compressed into seven months 
Department of Commerce officials in­ 
sist that Russia has not been acting as a commissioner for Hitler, but 
herself needs all she has bought. In the first three months of 1940 Rus­ 
sia more than doubled the amount she bought in the four months from 
September 1, to December 31. It is possible, if not diiectly inferential, 
that some unhappy experience in the Finland campaign may have stim­ 
ulated this buying, and perhaps will continue to do so. 
Regardless if whether any of these commodities find their way 
to Germany, it is 
4 fact that they have been dispatched to a partner of 
Hitler and to a s *,tc that has itself committed acts of unproked ag­ 
gression in the invasion ot Poland, Finland, Lithuania, Latvia and Es­ 
tonia. 
■ 
This need n f be surprising, however, in view of the fact that for 
years this nation has been sending materials to Japan with which to 
wage war on China, and perhaps to prepare to wage war on the United 


States,

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YOU WERE A BUSY BABY 
Though you were present, 
you 
may not remember much about your 
early infancy. Let me tell you some­ 
thing about yourself when you were 
a baby. 
If you were average, you weighed 
at birth about 7 
pounds, less if a 
girl, more if a boy. Right after birth, 
you lost some weight—maybe you’d 
like to now—regaining all of it in 
about two weeks. You doubled your 
weight in five months. 
What if 
that should happen to you today! 
You tripled your birth-weight In 
a year. In the second year of your 
life, you gained half 
a 
pound 
a 
month—sometimes this happens to 
you now. 
And from your third to 
sixth year, you put on about five 
pounds annually. 
At the age 
of 
eleven, you were ten times as heavy 
as you were on the day someone 
said of you, “Its a boy!” or “It’s a 
girl!“ Perhaps you are not an aver­ 
age person nor care to be; but if you 
are, you are 
twenty 
times 
your 
birth-weight now. 
You Grew Swiftly 
In case you were an average baby, 
your length at 
birth 
was 
about 
twenty inches; just two inches more 
than half a yard, which you 
in­ 
creased by ten inches by working at 
it for a year. Three more years pass­ 
ed before you were twice as long 
(high) as when you uttered your 
first cry. At birth your stomach held 
one ounce; six ounces, six months 
later. And you had about 270 bones 
when you were born, with only 206 
of them now. 
You have only about tv,ice as 
much brain now as you had when 
you were born, and your brain at 
present is no bigger than it was 
w’hen you were seven or eight years 
old. 
A boy this age wears a hat 
about as big as he will ever wear 
And those eye-balls of yours big 
and round, had about their present 
size when you were only eighteen 
months of age. believe it or not. 
Says Dr. John E. Anderson of Min­ 
nesota University, in his book Happy 
Childhood; 
“At birth, or shortly after, the in­ 
fant is able to react to sensoiy 
stimulation. 
Within a few hours, 
he will turn from the dark to the 
light half of the room; by the end 
of the first day, he will fixate on a 
spot of light. 
In two months he 
will be able to follow a moving ob­ 
ject with his eyes, and 
in 
nine 
months he will discriminate objects 
in the visual field with accuracy. 
Can See Colors 
“Because of the infant's inability 
to speak, it is difficult to determine 
the moment at which he first dis­ 
tinguishes color, but there is evi­ 
dence that even at the age of nine 
months some sensitivity to color l s 
present. 
There is clear indication 
that by the age of two years color 
discrimination is present. 
“Shortly after birth, infants react 
to heat and cold and to pressure and 
pain. There is also evidence of re­ 
action to taste and smell from birth 
onward.”

Just how much slerp does a per- 
.son need. As I said l^ere yesterday, 
it 
depends 
upon 
the individual. 
Some persons need o.ily five hours, 
many need more. 
T h f' rule for adolescents is nine 
hours per night, and Jrom this rule, 
the 
ei^ht 
hours-a-rught 
conven­ 
tion has grown up for adults. But 
there is no basis at ail upon which 
to fix an arbitrary number of hours 
sleep for adults. Possibly eight hours 
is an approximation of the needs 
of the majority of grown-ups. But 
if you are one of those people who 
can’t sleep this long, don’t worry 
about it. And don’t worry if you 
don’t fall asleep as soon as you lie 
down. It's whether you wake up 
rested next day that you need be 
concerned about. 
One of the most effective ways 
of banishing sleep is to worry about 
It. Some jjersons go to bed abso­ 
lutely determined to go to sleep— 
and can’t. They lie there with their 
minds made up counting sheep fu r­ 
iously. and 
getting 
nowhere 
in 
Slumberlajul Then they go to their 
doctor to complain that they have 
insomnia. 
Sleep is I natural, 
lik^ 
breathing. 
You just try making a 
conscious effort to breathe and see 
what work it become* 
I remember one old gentleman, a 
patient of mine, who was terribly 
worried about his “insomnia.” He 
lived vuth a farmer, and he went to 
bed when the farmer and his fam ­ 
ily did. I found th at the old fel­ 
low didn’t get up when the rest did 
he took a rest after dinner and fre­ 
quently had another sleep after sup­ 
per. The rest of the day, he took it 
easy. Yet, he was all upset because 


at night he couldn’t sleep as long 
and as deeply as a farmer who 
worked hard in the fields from dawn 
until dusk. 
People 
sleep when they 
neeu 
sleep. If you really need sleep and 
can t sleep, you may have a real 
ca.se of 
insomnia. 
But I 
haven’t 
found very many of them—real ones 
I mean 
Science has never been able to 
explain the phenomena of sleep 
satisfactorily. One theory is that 
sleep is chemical, caused by an ac­ 
cumulation of fatigue toxins in the 
blood. Another is that it is the de­ 
pletion of oxygen supplies in the 
body that brings on sleep. Still an­ 
other is that the unconsciousness 
of sleep is a temporary anemia of 
the head, caused when the blood 
supply to the brain has been di­ 
verted in some way or other. 
Some 
researchers suggest 
that 
nerves are switched off in the brain 
during sleep—that increasing drows­ 
iness and final sleep is caused as 
more and more nerves are switched 
off. According to this theory, rest­ 
less sleep occurs when all nerves 
are not switched off. 
Investigations do show that our 
various senses go to sleep at dif­ 
ferent times. For instance, hearing 
seems to be the last to be turned 
off. Thus noises are the worst dis­ 
turbers to sleep and even though 
they aren’t loud enough to waken 
the sleeper completely, they will 
disturb his rest.

Coroner’s jury which convened in 
the office of Alderman James C. 
Brice last night rendered a verdict 
that Domer Heckathorn, 65, R. D. 
5, came to his death about 7:55 p. 
m., June 18, as the result of being 
struck by an auto operated by Jack 
Cook, 234 South Mill street, this 
city. 
From the evidence heard, the 
jury’s verdict stated, the auto was 
out of control. The reason why the 
auto was out of control could not 
be determined from the evidence 
presented, the Jury added. The ac­ 
cident occurred on Highland Heights 
hill, when Cook was driving toward 
New Castle. 
Cook in reply to questions asked 
by Coroner T. F. Nugent said he 
was not speeding and that he and 
Charles Hoagland, 707 Cumberland 
avenue, a passenger, were enroute 
from Buffalo to this city. Cook es­ 
timated his speed at 35 or 40 miles 
an hour. He said the car was not 
out of control until he tried to come 
out of a left turn on the curve near 
the bottom of the hill. 
He said he attempted to turn the 
wheel and “there seemed to be a 
thump.” He then tried to turn the 
auto into the bank on the east side 
of the road coming toward this city. 
Cook said his car was going straight 
at Heckathorn. He said the wheels 
did not respond. The right front 
end of the car struck Heckathorn. 
Cook said he was not sleeping and 
that his parking lights were illum­ 
inated. He added that “I thought I 
put my foot on the brakes. Maybe 
my foot slipped off when I hit him.” 
Cook also said his foot, when it may 
have slipped off the brake may have 
kicked the accelerator, or gas feed. 
He 
declared 
that 
the 
impact 
caused the body of Heckathorn to 
fly as high as the hood of his car. 
Heckathorn was walking on the 
berm of the road at the time of the 
accident. He asserted that his foot 
was not on the accelerator when the 
auto became “unruly” on the turn 
in the road. 
Witnesses Heard 
J. N. Aiken, Grove City, who was 
driving 
toward 
New 
Wilmington 
noticed the Cook car, a Ford, go 
diagonally across the roadway, col­ 
lide with Heckathorn and lodge 
against the culvert. He said the 
car passed beneath the body. Aik­ 
en said in his opinion Cook’s car 
was not going fast. 
In reply to questions, Aiken said 
Heckathorn was walking toward this 
city and “I would not say the car 
was going over 40 miles an hour ”. 
He said the body was lying beside 
the fender of the car which had 
stopped when it struck the culvert. 
He agreed the car might have gone 
further if not stopped by the cul­ 
vert. 
Miss Margaret Kennedy, Richilieu 
avenue, who was riding with Aiken 
told of the car coming around the 
bend,. cross the road and strike 
Heckathorn. Asked as to her opin­ 
ion of the speed it was traveling 
she testified “the car was not going 
terribly fast”. She said she did not 
realize fully what had happened. 
Paul Faello, Milton street, was 
the next witness. He said he saw 
the car coming down the hill, ‘not 
too fast, 40 or 45 miles an hour”. 
He said the driver seemed helpless. 
He said the car went across the 
road, struck the ditch and the 
stones spread, meaning, no doubt 
those in the culvert. 
He said he did not see the man, 
but Elrick Searazzo (with whom 
he was riding) and he ran to help 
Cook and Hoagland from the auto. 
It was then he saw Heckathom’s 
body lying in the road. He helped 
“the last man out of the car”. He 
said that when he left “he saw a 
stone in the road”. 
“Didn’t it look like a hat?” Cor­ 
oner Nugent asked. He couldn’t say 
for sure. He added the car dashed 
at a 30 or 40 degree route across 
the road. The car appeared out of 
control, he testified.

He first 
believed the man had been thrown 
from the car. 
Searazzo said he did not see the 
man struck. He was 40 or 50 yards 
away when he first saw the car. 
He testified that “The second man 
(meaning the last one taken from 
the car told me: ‘We hit a hole and 
lost control of the car.” Scarrazzo 
visited the scene the next day but 
did not see any hole he testified. 
Had Been To Buffalo 
Cook was called and gave his tes­ 
timony, as stated in the foregoing. 
He said he had left Buffalo about 
2:30 p. m. 
State Motor Policeman William 
Flucker told of going to tHe acci­ 
dent scene and of taking measure­ 
ments from points indicated by wit­ 
nesses. The cartway at that place 
is 19 feet wide.
